Showers Last Week of Great Benefit 
Drought suffering Regions, 

Boston, Aug. 9.—Rain, generally in the 
form of showers, fell in all sections of 
the district, relieving the drought. In 
‘Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 

| necticut showers were frequent, in some 
parts of daily occurrence; they were 
often attended by high winds and hail, 
injuring grain, tobacco and fruit. Rain 
is much needed in Maine. The showery 
weather and little sunshine have been 
unfavorable to haying, and the unge- 
cured portion of the crop has suffered 
aceordingly. Harvesting, and farm 
work generally have been delayed by 
‘cloudy weather and showers. 

Grain, with few exceptions, is ina sat- 
Asfactory condition. Oats and barley 
‘are in process of harvesting in parts of 
all the states; the quality and yield are 
up tothe average. Corn promises a good 
crop; it is mentioned that it is a week 
to 10 days late in many sections; in others 
local storms with high winds damaged 
the crop. As a whole the crop is good 
and practically assured. 

There are orchards in parts of all 
states with good crops of apples, but the 
majority are pocr. In not a few. fn- 
stances there is no fruit at all. Pears 
are fairly pientiful. The reports from 


Connecticut are favorable ‘to grapes.. 


Berries are. good and fairly plentiful. 
The general opinion favors an average 
crop. of cranherries, though the season 
is hardly suffic’ertly advanced to ex- 
press a positive opinion. . 

Garden veyetables are plentiful with- 
out exception, Early potatoes suffered 
more or less from dry weather. This 
portion of the crop is probably less than 
the average, thought the tubérs are gen- 
erally large and of excellent quality. 
The late crop is with very few excep- 
tions in govd condition. In parts of 
New Hampshire and Vermont, and some 
of the southern sections of the-district 
where drought in the earier part of the 
season injured the crop, the recent rains 
have been of great value, improving the 
crops and savirg many fields, sothata 
fair yield may result. Rust and blight 
prevail to some extent, especially in the 
southern half of the district, but there 
seems little likelihood of serious or ex- 
tensive damase, The vine crops are 
good, In the vicinity 9f Brattleboro 
the cucumber crop, which is of much 
value for pickling at the factories, is 
large. 


Victims of Knife and Revolver, 

Boston, Aus. 9.—-Two Provincetown 
fishermen became involved in a quarrel 
Monday-afte:inoon with the resuit that 
William Garopo plunged a_ knife into 
Joseph Pascaco’s heart and then ran 
away.

Just before this and only a few feet 
away on Commericial street, Antonio 
De Lucca shot Saivato Renti in tae ab- 
domen, but was arrested before he could 
escape. It.is said thatan old love affair 
caused the quarrel. 

The murder of Pascaco grew out ofa 
quarrel which began after their boat, 
which had just arrived from the fishing 
grounds, had tied up atthe wharf. The 
two men came to blows about noon, 
using their fists, but were separated-by 
the rest of the crew. The matter did 
not rest there, for a few hours later 
they again took up the quarrel and this 
time it did not end until Garopo used 
the knife. The prisoner was caught at 
the Park square station. 


Sentenced to Be Hanged. 

Ossipee, N. H., Aug. 10.—Dr. John 
Ralph Hatch of this place has been 
dentenced to be hanged on Aug. 11, 1899, 
in the state prison at Concard. The 
crime for which he was conyicted was 
the murder of his wife, Sept. 11, 1897, by 
poisoning. 

The condemned man appeared in- 
different while hearing the sentence, and 
hardly changed expression when it was 
finished. On the adjournment of the 
court, Hatch was taken to the hotel 
across the street and sat in the office 
. until the preliminaries for his commit- 

ment to the county jail were concluded. 
- He said that he was glad the suspense 
was over, for while he knew what the 
result would be on the verdict found, the 
anticipation of the ordeal had ‘worn 
upon him. .

“kill two birds with one stone,” as the 
saying is, although a woman probably 
gould not throw a stone to kill any- 
thing. Now as to these terms, most of 
Which are French, you know that from 
the chets of that beautiful country, 
France, we get the recipes for most of 
our daintiest and most appetizing 
dishes, for they have a way of seasoning 


|.and serving unlike any other people.

You say you were obliged to give up 
trying a recipe because it was a la Nor- 
mandie, and. you feel that you should 
take a course in French. Not at all; just 
profit by another's study. Stick the list 
which I will give you in a scrap book 
and then go‘ahead. 

Now ala Normandie really means that 
apples are used in some way in the 
preparation of the dish. 

L’ Anglaise (the English) indicates 
that the food is roasted or broiled in 
the simplest way, according to English 
ideas. : 

In Italy everything in the food line 
is fixed up with all sorts of things, and 
in consequence |’ Italienne is the desig- 
nation of a dish garnished with a savory 
paste, or is dressed with Parma cheese. 
wany dish containing cabbage appears 
quite aristocratic when it masquerades 
under the name of a la Flamande. 

Anothér common garden vegetable, 


of luxury, and so any very fine confec- 
tion, laden with luxurious garnitures, is 
termed a la Parisienne. 

Maitre @ Hotel really means “mas- 
iter of the house," but it generally signi- 
fies a simpte style of cooking. 

If you find cafe noir on the bill of fare 
it only means black coffee. 

A Ia jardiniere, a mixture of vegeta- 
bles stewed in their own sause. ; 

Any sort of a relish comes under the 
heading of hors-d’ oeuvres. 

A la Crecy sounds quite fine, but it 
generally indicates a puree or thick 
soup made principally of carrots. 

A la printinere designates a collec- 
tion of early vegetables prepared in al- 
most any style. 

Pate de Foie gras is the joy of the 
epicures, a pie of fat livers. 

Vol-au-vent, a light, puffy crust, filled 
with oysters or chicken, creamed. 

Pot-pourri, minced cooked meat and 
vegetables, or a mixture of fruits and 
sugar. 

‘ Huitres aux champignons indicates 
fa delicious way of preparing oysters 
‘with mushrooms. 

Many times you will find a recipe for 
@ sauce au beurre voux, which would 
seem much simpler if it said, ‘with 

rowned butter.” 

When beef is stewed in a large piece 
and served with a gravy you often see 
this, ‘‘bouilli.” 

Compote; you often find recipes for 
compote of apples or other fruit; this 
indicates that the fruit is stewed in a 
syrup. 

Any acid sauce has the right to change 
its name to sauce piquante. 

Warmed over dishes, even to Boston 
baked beans, appear in finer shape when 
we say rechautfe of so and so. 

A la Provencale means that the dish | 
has had olive oil and garlic introduced | 
into its preparation, 

A la Bechamel, with a white sauce, 
made from white stock and cream, first 
‘prepared by a celebrated chef named 
Bechamel. 

A la blanquette implies that a white 
meat is warmed in an egg sauce. 

Souffle, a very light nuffy pudding. |

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Most Pitiful Sight. 

Santiago, Aug. 10.—The St. Louis ar- 
rived yesterday morning, but owing to 
her great length she was unable to en- 
ter the harbor. The Ninth and Tenth 
infantry were lightered out to her this 
morning, and she left this afternoon with 
both regiments. 

The shipment of troops, American and 
Spanish, is being pushed with the great- 
yest activity. The embarkation ofthe 
sick Spaniards on the Alicante was a 
most pitiful sight, They were brought 
from the hospitals on stretchers, in 
Wagons, and upon the backs of their 
comrades, often scarcely stronger. than 
the sick men they bore. The wharves 
were lined with officers and soldiers, who 
supported or ¢arried their wives and 
daughters. The American wagons and 
ambulances brought cartloads of miser- 
able, colorless skeletons, It was a 
heart-rendering spectatie. The steam 
lighters were literally covered with the 
stretchers and litters, and the sick and 
dying presented a ghastly scene. The 
embarkation was partly effected-in the 
midst of a drenching rain. 


Inhuman Treatment of Soldiers, 

Boston,. Aug. 10.—Rev. L. M. Powers, 
pastor of the First Universalist church 
cf Somerville, returns from Santiago 
with a firm conviction that only an im- 
mediate removal of the army to the 
north will save the lives of half the 
United. States troops. ‘The appearance 
of the Second Massaehusetts was a 
shocking revelation,” he said, “Men 
and officers had been for 30 days with- 
out a change of clothing, without tents 
and without blankets. Most of the time 
they had-only a tomato can to cook in. 
Nearly all the men had lost from 20 to” 
30 pounds in weight. The condition of 
the sick wads what etirred me most. 
‘Nearly 200 were on the sick list, those 
unable to sit up lying on the ground, 
without any adequate care, The con- 
dition of the Ninth I found to be almost 
as bad as the Second. The superior of- 
ficers were nearly all incapacitated for 
g@ervice. I visited the regulars and the 
rough riders, and in camp after camp I 
found from one-fourth to one-third of 
the men on the sick list, and in no place 
hospitals or medicine or proper food,” 

Battle In Philippines, 

Hong Kong, Aug. 9.—News reaches 
here of an engagement July 31 between 
Americans and Spanish at Malate. The 
Spanish made an attack, attempting to 
turn our right. After three hours of 
hard fighting they were repulsed. 

The troops engaged were the Tenth 
Pennsylvania, first battalion; Firet 
California, third artillery regulars, bat- 
tery A, of Utah, Our loss was nine killed 
and 44 wounded. The Spanish lors was 
upward of-200-kilied-and-300-wounded.

Obituary. 


CHARLES SHATTUCK. 


By the death of Charles Shattuck of 
the West Parish on Aug. 4th, at the ad- 
vanced age of eighty-three years, Ando. 


ver loses one of her oldest and best 
known citizens. He was born on the 21st 
of May, 1815, in the West Parish in the 
same place where he spent the greater 
part of his long life. He was the young- 
est of several children of Peter and Sus- 
anna (Clark) Shattuck. His father was a 
member of a well-known and honored 
family one of the first who settled in An- 
dover. His mother who attained the re- 
markable age of ninety-nine years and 
nine months, was @ woman of great 
strength of character, and sweetness of 
disposition, loved and venerated as. the 
“Grandma” of the entire neighborhood. 
Her son inherited many of her traits of 
character. especially that cheerfulness so 
manifested in the many trials of his life 
and the infirmities of his declining years, 
and ‘that sincere intercst in others, which 
was the spring of unnumbered acts of 
neighborly kindness. 

On June 15th, 1840, he was married to 
Rosetta Hopkins of Michigan, and took 
her to the old humestead where together 
with faithful and loving care they minis- 
tered to his aged parents. Four children 
were born to them, of whom three, with 
Mrs. Shatiuck survive. 

“Mr. Shatiuck was for many years a 
member of the West Parish church, 
knowing all its pastors, and holding a 
distant recollcction ofall its history. He 
was among those of whom alas so few rc- 
main, who had an interest in this church 
from its beginning. This interest in 
church and society be retained to the 
end of his life. 

In town matters he always was deeply 
interested. In the days-of school dis- 
tricts, he was elected district committee 
for several terms, He also served the 
town as selectman, 

Of more than ordinary intelligence, a 
constant reader of current events, his 
quiet and simple life was broadened and 
enriched by terests extending far be- 
yond his own circle. 

When such a man is removed, it is like 
the falling of the sturdy oak which has 
survived the storms at many years. — 

These venerable ¢itizens, of which An 
dover has had so many, deserve from us 
respect in life, and an affectionate re- 
membrance at death.

MOBBED IN WEST NEWBURY 


Three Andover Young Men Brutally Beaten 
by a Gang-of Toughs. 
—— 

Three Andover young men were pretty 
roughly treated by a gang of West New- 
bury. toughs about midnight Saturday, 
with the result that all three show marks 
of violence, the wound which one of 


them received being a most painful one. 

Frank P. Higgins, Herbert S. Stillings 
and George A. Brown left town Saturday 
evening, intending to ride to Portsmouth, 
N.H., on their bicycles, to proceed to 
Portland, Sunday, and retarn on the boat 
Sunday night. The trip as planned 
would have been a most enjoyable one, 
but they did not reckon on the rowdyism 
of certain West Newbury hoodlums and 
their outing had to be abandoned. f 

In was nearly midnight when the three 
fellows were passing through West New- 
bury. When not far from the centre of 
the town they rode past a group of four 
or five young men, One of the young 
toughs began to shout at Stillings and 
started to run alongside his wheel. 
Brown was ahead and Higgins behind. 
Stillings took little notice of the runner, 
who presently grabbed his handlebars, 
forcing him to dismount. Meanwhile 
another rowdy had struck Higgins’ 
weel and thrown the rider into the gut- 
ter in a heap. 

Stillings denounced the deed and be- 
fore he knew it he received a stunning 
blow in the left eye. By thistime Brown 
had dismounted and came to see what 
the trouble was.. He pitched into the 
fellow who caused Higgins to fall and 
was soon warding off the blows of three 
of the -assailants. Higgins rushed to 
Brown's assistance and Stillings shouted 
for the police. 

At that. two other fellows drew the ag- 
gressive ones away and rushed off. 

Stillings was bleeding profusely from 
the nose and his face was swelling rapid- 
ly. He rode ashort distance down the 
street to a pump and later had his 
wounds dressed by aphysician. Brown’s 
face was cut in several places and his 
watch smashed in the struggle. Hig- 
gins escaped with severe bruises. 

_ A special police was notified of the as- 
sault and he notified the Andover boys 
later that he had men in custody, whom, 
he believed were concerned in the affair. 

All three rode to Newburyport that 
night and Sunday proceeded to Hampton 
beach. Brown continued his journey 
down east and Stillings and Higgins re- 
turned home. 

The assault was without the least prov- 
ocation. Several similar hold-ups have 
been reported in the same vicinity. The 
police do not believe the motive of.the 
Syepterday robbery, but _ratoer deviltry. 


Yesterday, Daziel 
Newbury was arrested for assault upon 
both Stillings and Higgins, who went to 
Haverhill and identified him, .

The sewer trenches in South Main 
Salem and School Streets have been oom: 


pleted this week, and good progress has 
been made all along-the line. 

Park Street is still opened up and will 
probably be for another week, as blastin 
still continues to be necessary. Better

— a blast. Ter we mel 

ork in Central Street this week 
been delayed by the lack of pipe which 
expected to arrive to-morrow. 

“Work on Bartlet Street will begin this 
week, and Morton Street will probably be 
opened up to-morrow. On Bartlet Street 
the trench will starta little below Pun. 
chard Avenue and extend gouth 80 
that a good deal of the water encountered 
will drain off into Stony Brook. The 
portion of the street which 1s most wet 
will probably not be opened until the 
higher portion has been completed. 

Street cars now go to the top of the 
hill on Main Street for the first time since 
work on the sewer was begun. 

The blow-off beds were completed thig 
week and work on the maii ‘filter beds 
started. a force of 60 men being employed. 
It is well worth one’s while to visit the 
filter beds in process of construction and 
see what an excellent arrangement for 
the disposal of the Andover Sewerage has 
been made by the engineers. The beds 
are:located in Frye Village, east of Main 
Street, near the tracks of the Boston & 
Maine railroad. .

MANY LIVE ISSUES. 


Congressman Kuox on the National Ques- 
tion— Future Policy D.scussed, 


The Lowell Courier has the following 
interesting article on national politics 
and quotes Congressman Knox to some 
length. €he Courief says: 


“vhile President McKinley and his 
cabinet and department officers are 
working away in the heat of Washing- 
ton, the members of congress have gone 
to their home to seek a cooler rest until 
they are called together again. * 

There are many congressional elec- 
tions to take place this fall, but there 
are‘indications from all parts of the 
country that the present members will 
be returned. 

It is much as it was in the days of 

the civil war. A new policy has been 
outlined, and the people of the country, 
regardless of politics, desire to see it 
carried out with the greatest credit to 
the country, 
' Congressman William 8S. Knox of 
Lawrence has been back in his district 
since this hot weather set in. A few 
people with political tendencies talked 
last month about his returning “to. 
look after his fences.” 

But Mr. Knox is not bothering his 
head about the “fences.” His friends 
have already sounded the pulse of the 
voters in every city and town of the 
district, and they report to a man that 
nothing can take the republican nomi- 
nation from him. j 

Of course there is the candidacy of 
Mr. Appleton, and the candidacy of 
Mr. Holt, but neither is taken seriously. 
Mr. Appleton has a friendly way of an- 
nouncing his candidacy once in two 
years, while Mr. Holt comes from a 
city thatjwill send a selid Knox delega- 
tion, and ‘he has no possible hope of 
winning a following elsewhere that can 
figure.in the convention. 

Cong. Kriox” was in Lowell yesterday 
afternoon, and the writer had an inter- 
esting chat with him.

‘‘We did. not force President McKin- 
ley’s hand. We were in sympathy with 
his “policy,-and would have held out 
longer had he desired it. His message 
told us when every peaceful measure 
had been~exhausted. 

‘'Phiere ‘were many men. who warted: 

the freedom of.Cuba recognized, but ijt 
developed that the diplornatic negotia- 
tions had been based on something else, 
and that Spain had never been willing 
to consider it. The end showed that 
war was the only means. The Presi- 
dent was sustained in everything he 
asked, 
“Congress intends to carry out In 
good faith the spirit of the Cuban reso- 
lutions, We may be mistaken in the 
conditions. We may find, when the 
Spaniards are driven out, a practically 
depopulated island. It may prove a 
question whether the Cubans will prove 
strong enough to maintain a stable 
government. ' 

“IT suppose that there can be no 
doubt about Porto Rico. It will be re- 
tained as a part of the United States. 
There, must be a semi-military govern- 
ment.for some time. I believe that 
both the islands are rich enough to at- 
tract Americans to them. If the popu- 
lation increases, annexation may come 
naturally in time, 

“The disposition of the Philippines ts 
entirely problématical. I think that it 
cannot be denied that we have. as- 
sumed sufficient control over the fs- 
lands to assume obligations to the peo- 
ple that. we cannot. shirk. We cannot 
leave them in a worse condition than 
that-in-which-we found them. : 

“If rightfully. we have an opportu- 
nity to make an oppening for American 
commerce that does not exist now. we 
should, be eager to seize it, especially 
if it will help our New Efigland mills.”
